iients In tbe nation's capital, *ne 
represents Peace, one Justice,

for their success in war stand out in

In addition to this there is a 


constant clamor for an Increase of tbe 
appropriations for training boys to 
lecome warriors.

kill or strength. It may be well 
lo train oui boys to shcot that they 
nttj take human life, but I doubt it. 
Some say that preparation for war 
s merely foundation far peace, but I 
cannot believe that if every man iu 
this country should commence breed- 
ng bulldogs it would conduce to 
peace In tbe canine tribe. 


1 know it is a tremendous task to 
muster emphasis of literature, poli- 
tics, diplomacy and the wider field 
it human ambition from war, and to 
Change tills and to put tbe domi- 
lance on tbe heroics of peace will 
require the best and keenest energies 
of ihe noblest men for years to come 
But we can win if we will, and the 


hrulittli men and women of this 
!ountry should stand for weal rather 
than woe, and to do so they must 
take up this question of peace and 
preach it in pulpit, teacb it in school 
and practice it iu State until a Godly 
civilisation weeps rather than cheers 
when the soldier boya march by. 
There is a wholesome and growing be- 
lief that disputes of State can beset- 
ted in courts of arbitration aud save 
the awful expense and agony of war. 
All honoi to our Presildent for bis 
great helpful influence iu behalf of 
international peace. If he can be in- 
strumental in arousing the leading 
peoples of the world to tbe worth aud 
liumamtyof peace bis administration 
will have accomplished more for tbe 
cause of civilization than any nation- 
al act since the days of Abraham 
Lincoln 


But sometimes 
we are so selfish 
and mean we, as a people and a na- 
tion, look at those about us with on- 
ly carping or envious eyes 
We find 


fault with everything aud everybody 
and wbeu we discover ourselves in er- 
ror we say things and do things that 
Invrte ridicule und sometimes serious 
trouble that could have been avoided 
bj manlv generosity 
I once heard 
it saiil that an art critic was walking 
through a park and bebeld an owl sit- 
ing on a post. 
He baited, and look-

A practical Brotherhood of Men 


should cover a field of endeavor em- 
bracing religious self helps, religious 
Industrialism, and religious patriot- 
ism.

We must 
march shoulder to shoulder wltb pro- 
gress, we must make money that we 
maj give liberally to public welfare. 
Ue must have a care for lhe future 
and we must give attention to other 
things than legislating in behalf of 
financial prosperity and arrant powei 
It is 
declared that a 
million 


American mothers are annually bring- 
ing (tiildren into the world with 
no qualification for tbe propel care 
of their health except love and devo- 
tion. The nation and tbe States bave 
bureaus of scientific research which 
disseminate information on all topics 
of animal aud Industrial welfare, but 
scarcely a line Is printed 'or free dis- 
tiibution which would prepare young 
parents for such care of their children 
as would make sturdy and successful 
citizens We can easily remedy this. I 
recall that not long since on a given 
Sunday In a certain state In our coun- 
try, after attention had been called to 
the depravity of child labor, a hun- 
dred pulpits proclaimed tbe divine 
law tbat it is tbe duty of tbe parent 
lay up for tbe children, not children to 
support the parent; tbat children are 
not an encumbrance or an asset foi 
exploitation In the labor 
market, 


but a heritage of the Lord; that pat- 
ents should be enabled lo earn enough 
lo support their children; tbat child- 
hood is a sacred thing ; that the child 
is the hope of the race, and the car- 
binier of tbe golden age. Tbe press 
reported it. By this the people got it 
into tbeir minds and consciences tbat 
tbe system of contract child labor Is 
wrong. Then the papers all pub- 
lished startling facts about the soul- 
less employment of children In tbe 
factories of the State, and the doctrine 
ol right became Immediately a burn- 
ing question 
Tbe law-makers were 


in session. They beard from people 
whose consciences bad been awakened 
by tbe pulpit and quickened by the 
press, and tbat State was given a most 
effective law to restrict tbe labor of 
little children. And thus great re 
forme are effected.

full bast at the county seat. Monday 
moiniug brought Into it a large crowd 
many -)t whom were personal friends 
of Judge William c. liyan, to see him 
on liia tirst day as a, trial Judge. His 
long experience in the Dhtrict Attor- 
ney s office and his general level bead- 
edness stood him in good stead. HlB 
charge to the Grand Jury was a mod- 
el one, eleai, concibe and full. In the 
11 JJJ of cases he IB alert and In touch 
with what is (joing on every minute 
of the time and while he is liberal 
with counsel in his allowance of time 
be allows no useless lepetition of ques- 
tions. His eases have moved smoothly 
and he has recev led the unanimous ap- 
proval of the bar, the jury and the 
parties who have had oases before 
him. Again is Bucks county to be

congratulated on liei 
Judge, one who w i l l maintain lue 
high leptitation of her courts. 


Wheu-court ataned the three mosl 


important individuals, 
the 
Judge, 
District Attorney and Ulerk of Quar- 
ter Sessions, were all new men. but 
the machinery lias moved smoothly 
with thorn all, not an unnecessary de- 
lay or mistakt can be- laid at their 
dooi They are all iliree good men. 


Most of the cases, arc of little im- 


portance except peihaps the Lang- 
home canes of burglary and larceny. 
The gang of negroes on trial seems to 
have been well oigauUed and the 
State Constabulary deserve a great 
deal of credit lor their arrest and con- 
viction. 
While all the cases of burg- 


lary in that vicinity have not been 
followed out they doubtless have been 
the work of the same gang. 


Judge Ityan handed down a deci- 


sion which practically settles the term 
of office of all of the assessors of tbe 
county He decides that it was iin- 
necessarj to elect any assessor at all at 
tlic last election, the present occupants 
of the office holding over. In the case 
(.(.a vacancy it is filled for the balance 
o( the time by the County Commis- 
sioners in the ubual way. 


As indicated by the sentences ini- 
possed Judge Ryan will exercise a 
wise discretion and temper judgment 
w i t h mercy but will not give way to 
the mawkish sentiment Indulged in 
by so many judges since the passage 
of the "Probation Act." In sentenc- 
ing the tlnee joung men wbo had 
robbed lie, id ing Hallway freight cars 
in transit and who were members of 
tue train crew, all of whom were 
young and had previously borne tbe 
verj bcbt of reputations, Judge Ryan 
said that while he took all of that in- 
to consideration and it would have 
its bearing in the length of their 
sentences, that nevertheless they were 
in positions of trust and had oetiayed 
tbeir trust and thai some considera- 
tion was due the public at large as 
well as to the \oung men, and gave 
them thirty days, a sentence that 
satisfies justice and is a naming to 
law-breakers and yet is one tempered 
with mercy 


On Tuesday Judge Russell C. Stew- 


art came to the county eeal to try 
some cases in which Judge Rjan 
bad been interested aa District Attor- 
ney so that two courts were lunning 
at the '•aroe time. 


The Act of Assembly of April 23, 


19OT is a very short one but full of 
trouble, it prvovidcs as follows with 
relation to C onstables' fees 
"For attendance on Court and mak- 


ing returns thereto two dollars and 
fifty cents per diem." 
Ibis act is said to repeal tbe act al- 


lowing tbe Constables one dollar and 
fifty cents a day and six cents a mile 
circular and was enforced for the first 
time on Monday. It reduces the pay 
of all constables wbo have to travel 
sixteen miles or over to make their 
returns and maybe it did not raise a 
how 1 among those who Had to take 
reduced pay. As tbe Gazettte has to 
go through the mails it is decidedly 
better to refrain from using tbe exact 
language used when tbe Constables 
vented their opinion of the County 
Commissioners, but it was forcible 
and to the point, exceedingly for- 
cible and decidedly pointed. 
Constable Smith, of Bensaletn, who 


under the former act received five dol- 
lars and sixty cents looked woefuly at 
bis "two fifty," and joined with 
Constable Mason, of Morrlsville and 
Constable Rhoades, of Quakertown, in 
bemoaning the change. 


From complaint co action was a 


very abort cut and a fund was soon 
raised to employ an attorney to make 
a test case and find out just wbat the 
law really is. Gilkeson & James have 
been retained and a case stated will 
soon be formulated and argued so that 
a decision maybe had before the next 
term of criminal court. If the action 
of the Commissioners stands tbe Con- 
stables threaten to resign in a body 
aud leave tbe county, without any 
constabuary. Tbe Commissioners act- 
ing under the advice of their coun- 
sel were entirely right in bringing 
the matter to a final settlement. Had 
they allowed it to go on in the same 
old way they might bave been sur- 
charged at tbe end of tbelr term of 
oftice aud had several hundred dollars 
to pay back into tbe county treasury. 


Taking things altogether this has 


been au exciting and interesting term 
of court. 


Of course tbe candidates and their

BRIEF £OUCATIONAL NEWS. 


{KurnlfaUed by the State Board or Education.) 


Following the lead of Pennsylvania, 


there has been introduced Into th( 
Constitutional Conventlor>of Ohio anV 
Educational System based largely on 
tin plan of the Pennsylvania School 
Code. It provides for a. State Board 
of Education of at least Bve members 
to be appointed by the Governor; also 
for a permanent state school fund to 
be made up In part of revenues derived 
from lands reforested by the state in 
the future. 


Recently there was introduced into 


the legislature of Massachusetts a bill 
identical with the Pennsylvania Code 
provision requiring an inspection of 
institutions wholly or partially sup- 
ported by tlie state anil maintaining 
educational 
departments 
not now 


supervised by public school author- 
ities. Pennsylvania has over a hun- 
dred such institutions receiving ap- 
propriations for maintenance amount- 
ing to over five millions of dollars. 


The first school house to be erected 


under the provisions of the Code, re- 
quiring approval of the plans by the 
State Eoaid of Education, was In 
lirownaville 
Township, 
Fayette 


County. Jt Is a handsome, four-room, 
brick und granite building In which 
the latest Ideas of ventilation and floor 
space buve been incorporated. 
Play- 


rooms have been provided in the base- 
ment and provision has been made so 
that additional rooms may be added as 
required. The halls are large and well 
lighted and everything Is finished 
throughout iu an attractive manner. 


The teaching of agriculture in the 


pnblic schools is commanded by the 
Code. The work has already begun 
in many of tbe districts and the spring 
will see a widespread adoption of this 
subject that Is sure to result in untold 
good for the boys and girls in Penn- 
sylvania. The case of C. Randolph

Tbe storm centre of politics, is not 


at the county seat this year. There 
is no subject that, apparently, is in- 
curring as little attention. The only 
tipple on tbe surface was the visit 
.of Frank P. Croft, the Republican 
Congressional candidate balling from 
Lower Merlon, on the Main Line, in 
Montgomery county. The Main Line 
is one of Mr. Croft's principal politi- 
cal assets, and because be sleeps in 
Montgomery county and spends his 
days in Philadelphia he claims to be 
better acquainted wltb tbe wants of 
Ibe people in the Eighth Congiesslon- 
al District than tbey aie themselves.

Mr. Croft arrived In a 
big, classy automobile accompanied 
by friends Messrs. Stretch and Hen- 
derson with tbree or four hundred 
pound? ol literature, about twice as 
many samples of Croft's & Allen's 
milk chocolate and cocoa and a gross 
or two (more or less) of leather watch 
fobs. He attracted a gieat deal of at- 
tention and bis car was surrounded 
by a large and admiring crowd of 
boys.

The ten-acre orchard out 
leie is the rule, forty acres is the ex- 
:eption. 
Consequently 
there has 


grown up in a number of the fruit 
aislng sections of the West the idwil 
arming community-a highly Intel- 
igent people specializing on one var- 
ety ot fruit on small acreage. 
And 


this condition has operated to call 
back to thcsoil people from all walks 
of life who would never have list- 
ened lo the call under the old condi- 
tions of isolation and drudgery. 


Jn this district from which I write, 


.. ilh a total fanning population of not 
iver .5,000 people, we have a Universi- 
ty Club of over 150 members, men from

men 


» ho have tired of the rush and worry 
of city life and have turned to fruit 
growing as offering an occupation 
worthy of their best efforts without 
the nervous strain. Tbus it bus been 
raised to the dignity of a profession— 
tne most fascinating branch of modern 
scientiflu agriculture. 
But don't any one let the impres- 


sion getaway with Inm that it is 
easy. It Is a fight from sUut to fin- 
ish, with very little rest between the 
rounds. \Ve have practically every 
pest and disease that is known in the 
East and some that you have ne\er 
even heard of. The climate and soil 
conditions that make the vegetation 
grow so luxuriantly, also make the 
parasites thrive. We have them all, 
San Jose scale, scab, co-lling moth, 
green and wooley aphis, root weevil, 
anlbracnose—the whole category. 
In cider that tbe reader of tbe Ga- 


zette may get some conception of the 
the processes required for the produc- 
tion of a box of fancy apples, I will 
give a brief resume of a year's work 
on my place. I mention apples, be- 
cause that 
is our 
specialty 
in 


this district, though we grow on the 
ranch a few reaches, cherries, pi vines 
and peais beWdes. But we shall spec- 
ialize on apples and pears, and cut 
«ul the other fruits as soon as the 
young tree8 come into bearing. We 
have at present about eight acres of 
I,earing trees of nil varieties and about 
twenty in young trees. I shall con- 
fine myself principally to a descrip- 
tion of the care of tbe bearing trees. 


In the fall, Just after the fruit is 


picked comes the first spraying. Tbis 
with us is Bordeaux mixture, a com- 
bination of lime and copper sulpbate, 


ed for the control of anthracuose, a 
ark rot, and other fungous diseases. 
When we spray, we do a thorough 
b, drenching the trees at high pres- 
re in every nook and crevice, because 
a single square Inch is untouched 
e disease will continue to spread, 
hen the whole orchard is plowed 
nd left in the rough for tbe benificlal 
feet of the winter snow and rain. 
tiougb tbe fall and winter, whenever 
e wood is not frozen we do our pruu- 
,g. The trees are thoroughly over- 
auled each year, every single twig 
cut back, crowded branches removed 
id tbe tree generally put into condi- 
on to bear its load of fruit.

The theory is that at tills 
tree has stopped mailing 
growth and Is about to set Us f r u i t 
buds for the next, year. If you can 
cut It back just at the right time you 
will check the tree and aid it In 
throwing its energy into developing 
the fruit buds. But you uuha hit It 
just right or your work will bo lost. 
If you prune too boon the tree will 
start to glow more wood. And if you 
prune too late, it will have the same 
effect as your winter pruning. \\'e 
tried it last summer with splendid 
results. 


In July, August and September we 


pick and market our early fruit, such 
as prunes, peaches aud fall applet.. 
These we send to local markets. We 
start picking our winter tipples in Oc- 
tober and the picking and packing 
season lasts through November. Out 
apples are very carefully picked, each 
apple being carefully removed 'rom 
the treo by Tiutid and as far as possible 
we try to prevent the pickers from 
tearing oft the fruit tpurs In order not 
to injure next year's ciop. The apples 
are picked entirely by hand from lad- 
ders (we do not permit pickers to 
climb the trees) urnl must be laid, not 
dropjied into ttio 
picking baskets. 


They are then hauled on spring wag- 
ons to tbe packing bouse wheie they 
are carefully sorted and graded. 


When tbe grower has his apples In 


shape to pack tiie Apple Growers Cn- 
ion steps in and takes charge. The 
Union is an organization of the grow- 
ers which packs and miukets the fiuil 
and is the primary cause of the suc- 
cess of the Western fruit business. 
Each grower feigns a contract at the 
beginning of the season that the Un- 
ion shall have theexoluslve handling 
of bis fruit. The marketing ol tlu 
fruit Is taken entirely out of the 
grower's hands. The Union ha» Its 
crow of experts who do the work of 
packing. The apples are packed ii: 
doxes holding about a bushel. Each 
box contains only one variety, out 
grado and one size of apples. 
On

grower's name, the packet's number, 
the variety, grade and number of ap- 
ples in the box.

Consequently an entire oulpu 
of a Union Is often sold in micl-huni 
met at F. O. B. prices while th 
fruit is still on the trees. 


The Western grower, because of th 


compactness of these valleys and th 
specialization of the crops, has learned 
tne lesson of cooperation and is get- 
ting moie and more out of the hands 
of the commission man. There Is 
now a movement on foot to consoli- 
date the entire Northwest into a 
single selling orgauUalioii, in order 
to secure a better distribution of tbe 
fruit throughout the uiaikets of the 
country and to prevent the disastrous 
competition of the Unions in the 
large centres. This plan ha-! been 
worked out with splendid success in 
the orange business in California. 
You cannot go info a store in the 
countiy without finding 
California 


oranges, but how often can you llnd 
Western box apples, outside the large 
cities? And the demand for good ap- 
ples 1s far greater than for oranges. 


In closing, I would state that the 


fruit business Is not a poor man's 
game, as many have found out to their 
sorrow. ..Bearing orchards arc held at 
prices ranging from $1000 to $2000 
an acre, and they pay good interest on 
such prices. When in Wenachce last 
year, 1 talked with a limn who had 
bought five acres in full bearing, pay- 
Ing for It$15,000. Ho had owned it 
for two years and had taken ol' $5(100 
gioss each year. But such is an ex- 
ceptional case. In this district we do

Then as 
oon as the apple blossom petals 
nve fallen and before the "calyx cup" 
ms closed we spray with areenate of 
ead for the codling moth or apple 
worm. This spraying must be done 
very thoroughly and at high pres- 
sure. Tbe codling moth lays eggs In 
.be cup of Ihe blossom and later on 
,be worm la born Inside the apple. 
Every cup must be filled with poison 
in order that the worms may die. Tbe 
spraying is repeated Immediately in 
order that none may escape. Those 
that do escape eat their way out of. 
the apple, hatch out another set el 
uiolbs which lay eggs for another 
brood of worms tbe same season. We 
must spray twice again in order to 
get these. 
That makes four spray- 


ings for the worms. 


In tbe spring we start our cultiva- 


tion. Orchards out bere are not al- 
lowed to run to grass. We have wet 
winters and long dry summers. From 
the first of May till tbe fitst of Octo- 
ber the rainfall Is piactlcally nothing 
and we must retain the winter's mois- 
ture by cultivation. This is done by 
keeping a blanket of dust on the 
ground and constantly keeping the 
surface stirred In order to prevent tbe 
evaporation of the moisture. 
The 


ground must be cultivated about every 
ten days until the first of August, 
when cultivation la stopped In order 
that tbe tree shall not grow any more 
wood. You can scrape through the 
dust after a dry spell of tbree or four 
months and find damp earth at a 
depth of four or five Inches. If it 
were not for this cultivation, our 
ground would bake -and tbe trees die 
foi lack of moisture. 


In June, when the apples are about 


tbe size of walnuts we do our thin- 
ning. Tbe trees produce many more 
apples than tbey can properly ma- 
ture and In order to get fine large 
frnlt the grower must out off 60 or 
76 per cent, or the applet on tbe tree.

Lei under the mountain to avoid a 


5rade of 2270 feet. All this Is grand 
nountnin scenery. 


After getting down the side of New 


Hall Pass we came to the largest 
olive orchards in tbe world. There are 
hundreds of acres. Well, we are back 
at the starting point, where I will 
leave It by saying that for mountain 
scenciy this Is the greatest trip that 
any one can take. I hope my good 
friends will not be so tired of this that 
they will not be glad to see me home
